REPORT FROM THE ROUND ROOM 


When the new Town Hall, Pillsbury Memorial Hall, opened in 
1890, Sutton Selectmen for the first time had a roomy, functional 
facility in which to meet and attend to Town business. Known 
through the years as the Round Room, it is to this day the working 
arena of the Town’s governing officials. Hence the name of this part 
of the Annual Report. This is the twenty-sixth “‘narrative report”’ by 
the Selectmen, the twenty-fourth under the name: “‘Round Room”’. 

Nineteen hundred fifty four saw the first prose report of the Town’s 
and Selectmen’s activities in the Town Report; this was timidly 
called: ‘‘Selectmen’s Narrative’; “‘ . . . presented in the hope that 
this is a more understandable and interesting review of this past 
year’s accomplishments, and next year’s problems. ..”’. 

We still have that hope as we offer the following: 

This Annual Report is dedicated to opening the way for the 
decade of the eighties. Certain fundamental subjects are addressed as 
we enter this period. 

A RED LETTER DAY: January 14, 1981 at 12:40 a.m. the first 
sewage in the long pipe line from New London reqched the treatment 
plant at Sunapee. At long last the watershed of Keyser Lake is free 
of the discharged effluent from the New London sewer facility. 

This opens the way for improvement of the waters of Keyser Lake— 
restoration of its recreational value. For the story ‘on ‘what is being 
done’, see Report of the Citizens Advisory Committee on page 30 
of this Report. 

The Incinerator (Town Dump) became a modest re-cycling center 
in 1980 with the addition of ‘sorting bins’ for cans and glass. As 
markets develop, and it becomes economically feasible to handle and 
move materials to market, more “‘products” from our waste may 
open the way to make the Town Dunpp, alias Incinerator, a Re-cycling 
“Plant” in the 80s. 

Revaluation of Property—voted at 1979 Annual Meeting—is on the 
schedule of the Appraisal Division of the Department of Revenue 
Administration to become a reality in 1981. This will open the way 
to have a sound base of valuations from which to operate in this 
decade. 

Changes in the Zoning Ordinance adopted at the 1980 meeting, and 
additional amendments offered for adoption on the ballot for this 
March Meeting, tidy up, and “tighten up”’ our Town ordinances and 
open the way for orderly progress in this decade. 

Capital Reserve Funds, some long established but with annual 
additions, address the continuing need to up-date our needs for 
equipment and maintenance of physical plant, while keeping the 
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demand for tax money on an “even keel” by the leveling effect of 
annual appropriations. In particular, the Reserve Funds open the 
way for an orderly replacement schedule of Town Highway equip- 
ment, Police Cruiser, and the mandatory (20 year cycle) replacement 
of the first line pumper fire truck in 1983. 


1980 Taxes 

Yes, tax bills in Sutton were higher in 1980 than in 1979. But 
property taxes were higher State wide, and we fall into that pattern. 
New Hampshire Times article: “‘Property Taxes—a staggering increase” 
puts our own taxes in perspective. As the Times said: ‘an astonishing 
14.5% jump over 1979’. 

Sutton’s 1980 taxes assessed were $70,862.00 over 1979, a 14% 
increase; but compare with the State wide increase of 14.5%; or 17.5% 
increase of property taxes in Towns and Cities of our own County of 
Merrimack. 

The Times article goes on ta say: “One factor regarded as contri- 
buting to the rapid rise in localtaxes from 1979 to 1980 was the 
leveling off of State financial aid to cities and towns. John Andrews, 
Executive Director of the N.H. Municipal Association, said—that 
property tax increases from 1978 to 1979 were modest, in part be- 
cause of the unusual “burst” in state aid to local government in 


1979. “ .. . When the state aid doesn’t go up, the property tax 
has to’’.

Again Sutton reflects the state pattern of a leveling off of state 
financial aid, and an upping of the property tax. 

How does the individual home owner fare? Below is a comparison 
of how Sutton’s tax bill on a $40,000.00 house looks with the tax 
bill on a house of that value in the towns in the school district of 
which Sutton is a part.

Average Tax Bill: $795. 00 
NOTE: The assessment ratio means that the tax assessment on property averages 
a percentage of its market value. A town wide average is computed by 
the state that compares a property’s assessment for tax purposes with 
its market value. 

That is: a house with a market worth of $40,000.00 in Warner 
generates a tax bill of $1,229.00; the same house located in Newbury 
would bear a tax of $490.00. The average tax bill for the seven towns 
listed above is $795.00, or the $40,000 house in Sutton has a tax 
$135.00 less that the seven town average. 

The Tax rate reflects what the voters in each town elect to have 
for town services, PLUS assessment of their share of school and 
County taxes. HOWEVER, it is important to remember that the TAX 
RATE is made up from the requirements of three segments of govern- 
ment: Town, School and County..The share of each division in 1980 
is as follows: 


Town 58 Jake 
County WA 10.8% 
School $1.66 66.1% 


That is, the County’s share—paid through our property tax—is the 
least, 10%. The Town’s share is a little more than two times that, or 
23%; but the school’s share is 66%, roughly three times the Town’s 
share. Therefore, the budget voted at the school meeting has a greater 
influence on your tax bill than the Town’s budget. 


Activities—1980 

The operation of the Incinerator becomes more familiar to all of us 
in its second year. The addition of bins for re-cyclable glass and cans; 
and the changes adopted at last year’s meeting, in the By Laws 
regarding these items have given us a start to becoming a re-cycling 
center. There were some infractions of the rules, but strict enforce- 
ment has brought cooperation from nearly everybody. We have a 
contract to sell cans and bottles, and scrap metals. At present the sale 
of these items does not produce significant revenue, but it is better 
than the expense of burying the material. We are convinced that 
higher prices, and better days are ahead for re-cycling. We are pleased 
with the operation of the Incinerator and disposal site under the 
supervision of Jack, Louise and John Merrill. 

The old dump site was graded and covered with soil. The burning 
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area, and stump disposal area were improved, and the bins were con- 
structed. The cost of this work was covered by withdrawals from 
Revenue Sharing Funds previously committed to capital expenditures 
for solid waste disposal. 

The year saw many changes in personnel in Town Offices, there 
were many resignations, and one death. To all of these people the 
Town owes a vote of gratitude for the conscientious work each gave 
to his office; as no one knows of numberless hours given by Town 
officers in being of service to their fellow citizens. See the list of 
Town Officers in the front of this report for resignations and replace- 
ment by appointment. 


Votes at the 1980 Annual Meeting, and resulting actions: 

The highway sweeping brush, and a steam cleaner for the Highway 
Department were purchased, and have been put into operation. 

The roads in the Rowell Hill Development were deeded to the 
Town, and the Warrantee Deed from the developer to the Town has 
been duly recorded. 

The matter of the vacation/sickness schedule of the Highway 
Department was resolved by the adoption of a new policy agreed upon 
by the Department and the Board of Selectmen.

Special Activities 

It is always a pleasure to report about some “fun” days that come 
along with others that perhaps cannot be classified that way. Two 
events stand out in the former category: (1) The presentation of the 
Boston Post gold-headed cane to Luke T. Cheney—as the eldest 
citizen of Sutton. It is especially pleasant to find that this alert, and 
active gentleman, a man of many accomplishments, is anxious and 
happy to receive the honor of the cane. A reception at his daughter’s 
home provided the setting for the Selectmen to make the presentation. 
(2) The reconstruction of one of the Town’s snow rollers. This roller 
built, 1980, was reconstructed from the original iron pieces from the 
1899 roller. The pieces were found by Homer E. Rayno in the spot 
where the roller had been abandoned after the celebration of the 
Town’s sesquicentennial, in the bushes at Wadleigh Park ball field. 
Homer Rayno did all of the planning, and research for the recon- 
struction of the roller; he also did all of the work, and was assisted 
in the carpentry by Roger Henderson of Andover. 

The rolls are made of 2””»hemlock plank, the heads of the rolls are 
doubled 2” hemlock plank. The frame and tongue are made of hard- 
woods. All the wood is native to Sutton from Muster Field Farm. 
The milling of the lumber was done at Gordon Manning’s saw mill at 
Sutton Mills. - 

Although the voters of Sutton did not put up one penny to pay 
for the 1980 model of the snow roller, it is a Town project, and an 
object of pride for the Town. All of the time spent working on it was 
donated, as well as lumber, bolts, paint; not to mention the many 
volunteers who have helped to move it. 

Winter roads were rolled in Sutton until 1927 when the first 
tractor/plow was bought by the Town. There was some opposition 
to the new-fangled machinery, but the local newspaper of the day 
indicated that people were mighty glad to see the plow replace the 
roller and have the prospect of better roads. 


COMMENTS on the WARRANT ARTICLES 
Article 1 

Overall the total appropriation suggested in this Article is 
$9,673.25 higher than Article 1-in 1979; or 7% higher. $141,118.17 
in 1980 v. $131,444.92 in 1979. 

In the area of General Expenses of Government: Town Officers’ 
Expenses, and Election and Registration are both lower by a total 
of $1,800.00. The balance in the former account at the end of 1980 
encouraged a cut of $1,000.00. Since there is only the Town election 
this year, $800.00 is subtracted from this category. The Town Hall is 
$1,100.00 higher due to energy costs. In all these items the net 
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Luke T. Cheney holds the prized Boston Post gold-headed cane 
which was awarded to him in 1980. Selectmen Roy W. Prince and 
Robert Bristol, standing, and Henry Cheney, seated, foreground, 
participated in a reception held for Luke Cheney at his daughter’s 
home.

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decrease is $700.00. 

Protection of Persons and Property: This shows a total increase of 
$9,500.00. The Fire Department is up $2,500.00 to cover energy 
costs, and because their spending in 1980 resulted in a “close shave”’ 
to the appropriation. Insurance shows a large increase due to ever 
rising premiums. The advice to this Board is to expect an annual 
increase of 20% in cost, and since we had no increase in the appro- 
priation from 1979 to 1980, there is, in effect, a double ‘‘dose”’ this 
year. 

In Health and Sanitation the rise is $3,300.00. Of this, $1,100.00 
to the health agencies in our neighbor towns of New London and 
Bradford that provide ambulance and hospital service at their own 
loss; our contributions not covering the real cost of their service to 
us. The Dump (Incinerator) operation accounts for the balance of the 
increase; due to—you guessed it—cost of energy. 

Cemeteries show a $500.00 increase, again reflecting cost of equip- 
ment and gasoline for the custodians, and the fact that last year’s 
expenditures were tight against the sum allotted for the service. 
And, furthermore there was indication that more, rather than less 
care is desired by Town’s people. 

Social Security rises $1,000.00 in response to the higher rates as 
mandated by the system. 

The Interest on Long Term Notes is down because the principal 
of the loan is reduced to the remaining three payments for the 
Incinerator. 

$2,000.00 for legal services was eliminated as there is an encum- 
bered balance in Revenue Sharing Funds for this purpose. 


Article 2 

An overall increase of $4,800.00 or +5%. In this department deal- 
ing so largely with energy—gasoline to run the highway equipment, 
electricity for street lights, and heating/lighting for the Town garages, 
the increase of 5% is as close as one could come to holding the line 
in the face of rising costs. Also, one must be aware that a higher sch- 
edule of wages, due to the State program, will have to be met half- 
way through the year. 


Article 3 and 4 

These articles are included in the Warrant only for the purpose of 
accepting these funds (Additional Highway Subsidy and ‘‘Duncan”’ 
money) that come from State sources for highway purposes. The 
decrease in the amount of these funds should be noted. DOWN 
$6,500, or 22% from last year. Article 3 re: Town Road Aid is the 
sharing of State and Town Funds for road reconstruction, the Town’s

share being 10.5% of the State share. The total amount in this 
Article is $1,700.00 less than a year ago. 

Articles 3 and 4 reflect the significant decline in highway (gas tax) 
revenues. We have been notified that in dealing with the problems 
of the gas tax by the 1981 General Court that there may be changes 
in the State Highway Aid Program; and that the amounts noted in 
the above articles are subject to the approval of the 1981 Legislature. 
In other words, there could be changes in the money available, 
and there is a strong implication, that the amounts would probably 
be smaller. 


Article 5 

At the 1979 Town Meeting the vote was favorable to commit the 
Town to a complete reappraisal by the Department of Revenue Ad- 
ministration in 1981; and further, money was raised for a Capital 
Reserve Fund that year and again in 1980, “‘to put our money where 
our mouth is’. The 1979 votes accomplished two things. First, they 
ensured that the Department of Revenue appraisers would continue 
(beyond the four year cut-off, after the 1974 revaluation) to value 
new buildings, subdivisions, and other changes, “pickups” if you will. 
And, second, the committment to employ the D.R.A. assured us a 
place on their schedule. Indeed, we are on the schedule for this re- 
appraisal to begin on time in 1981. 

It is advantageous to have the personnel of the Department of 
Revenue Administration, using the same standards, and same pro- 
fessional expertise to provide continuity from the “original” 1974 
appraisal, through the “‘pickups”’ of the interim, into the reappraisal 
of 1981. 

In general a seven year period is about the life of an appraisal as 
the “‘old’”’ appraisals have become out-dated, and inequities have 
developed. The period of the last seven years was a time of rapidly 
increasing real estate values that made values out-dated with great 
ease and rapidity. 

The equalized value survey shows that our 1974 100% of full and 
true valuations slipped 12% to 88% in 1978, and to 66% in 1980. 
There is no question, in our opinion, that re-evaluation of properties 
should be made this year. We are in a good position to accomplish 
this. The work of appraising could begin this Spring and be completed 
in the Fall, so that tax bills would be computed on the “new” 
valuations. That is, we are on the schedule of the Department of 
Revenue Administration, pending a favorable vote on Article 5. We 
have at hand, in a Capital Reserve Fund, a good share of the money 
to pay for the job. 

The cost of the reappraisal is: $33,800.00, or 1,336 parcels x 
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$25.36 per each parcel. Cash on hand in the amount of $16,859.51. 
Article 5 proposes to ‘“‘pay the bill” as follows:

Article 6 


For many years the Town has practiced the art of setting money 
aside in anticipation of capital expenditure to buy new equipment 
for the Highway Department, and other departments. Also, there has 
been a schedule for replacement of the trucks, grader, etc. This 
program for keeping our equipment up to date and “snuff” has 
worked well. But, like everything else, higher prices (inflation, if you 
will) has taken a toll, and new hardware is costly; and our schedule 
is “‘tight”’. There is need for the Highway Department to replace a 
1969 truck, this year, and a 1976 truck in 1983. 

By and large, the bread and butter work of the Department is per- 
formed by trucks, summer and winter. With this purchase, this year, 
we would have three first line trucks for year ’round use. The four 
wheel drive makes a fourth truck for winter use so that we have top 
notch equipment to meet the sometimes severe crises of the 
winter season. (We have had tough storms in the past, and will, no 
doubt, have them in the future. —The last chapter of this winter has 
yet to be written.) 

Article 6 proposes to finance the purchase of the new truck for the 
Highway Department as follows:

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Article 7 

This article is inclusive of the requests to add to the Capital 
Reserve Funds for the various, already established purposes of these 
funds. Once again, the principle behind proposing the raising of these 
monies is the same as noted above—to prepare now, in small incre- 
ments, for large expenditures for needs that we can now foresee: 

Fire Equipment—to assure that money is available for emergencies 
in the area of fire equipment. 

Fire Truck—in preparation of the mandatory purchase (20 year 
cycle) in 1983 of anew pumper/truck to replace the 1963 truck. 

Forest Fires—to have a reserve in the event of a major forest fire. 

Highway equipment—to prepare for the replacement of a truck in 
1983 

Municipal Buildings—for emergency repairs to our Town buildings, 
and to build up a reserve for replacement of capital items, e.g. 
heating systems, when encessary. 

Police cruiser—to replace that vehicle within a few years. 


Article 8 

Central New Hampshire Planning Commission is an agency that 
provides an advisory body to its member municipalities and tech- 
nical assistance to the Town’s Planning Board. 


Article 9 

Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region provides an advertising medium 
for the member towns in a wide area. This article was requested by 
King Ridge, and is believed to be helpful to vacation oriented enter- 
prises. 


Article 10 


See report concerning the activities of the Community Action Pro- 
gram elsewhere in this Annual Report. 


Article 11 
This article was requested by the Sutton Cooperative Pre-School 
Center officers. 


Article 12 


Historically this sum has been voted to the Churches in Town. 
The money is provided from the Nelson Trust Funds established for 
Town, School and Church purposes. $200.00 has been paid to the 
First Free Will Baptist Church of Sutton, and $62.50 to the South 
Sutton Community Church. 
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Article 13 

The money appropriated last year for repair of the steps at the 
Sutton Free Library proved to be inadequate for the job; therefore 
an additional $1,000.00 is requested this year. The balance noted in 
this article, $1,000.00 is for alterations and modifications to the 
heating system in the Library in the interest of efficiency and 
conservation. 

There end the Articles devoted to raising money. 


Articles 14 and 1 
These articles aoe with the appointment of a Deputy Tax Collector 


(Article 14), and a Deputy Treasurer (Article 15). Obviously the two 
offices, Treasurer, Tax Collector are of extreme importance in the 
day to day operation of the Town—and equally plain that because of 
complete dependence on one individual in the performance of the 
duties that each job is vulnerable to the health and wellbeing of the 
officer. Further, it would be useful to have more than one person 
familiar with the details of the work. The appointments have to 
conform with State law, and a favorable vote by the Town on these 
two articles will make it all legal. 


Article 16 

By the Will of the late Lester A. Murphy the Town has been devised 
one acre of land, more or less, upon which a fire station may be 
erected. This land is located at the junction of the Roby Road and 
Route 114, bounding on both roads. The conditions of the bequest 
are: (1) The land must be for the purpose of a fire station only, no 
time determined as to when one should be erected. (2) The Town 
must accept the gift within one year from the date of Mr. Murphy’s 
death. The text of the Will on this subject is quoted in full in Article 
16. 


Article 17 

The subject of this article is to raise the price of a grave from 
$35.00 to $70.00. The cost of a grave was last established by a vote 
of the Annual Meeting in 1966. The value of land in cemeteries has 
increased the same as any other real estate and it is high time to 
charge more for graves. 

It is also important to increase the money available for maintenance 
in the cemeteries as costs have increased in this department also. 
Since the monies received from the sale of the grave is set aside in 
trust funds for grave and yard care, the higher price for the grave will 
help to increase our cemetery funds. 

It is urged that in addition to the price paid per grave that the lot 
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owner would also establish a fund for the care of the lot over and 
above the price paid. In accordance with Section B of the 1966 By 
Law this is subject to the conditions stated on the receipt for the fund 
that any surplus of income or any part of the surplus from that fund 
may be used for the care of the cemetery in which the lot is located. 

For convenience the regulations adopted March 8, 1966 are re- 

printed here: 

A.To charge the sum of $35.00 (subject to revision per Article 17 
in Warrant for meeting of March 11, 1981) for the purchase of 
each grave; which sum shall be set aside as a trust fund for that 
grave in accordance with the conditions stated on a receipt for 
said fund from the Trustees of Trust Funds. 

B.To accept any sum that may be given as a Trust Fund for the 
care of any grave in accordance with the conditions stated on a 
receipt for said fund from the Trustees of Trust Funds. 

C. The Town is not liable for the costs of opening, and/or closing 
of graves. 

D. The use of concrete vault or “‘liners’’ is required in each burial. 


FINIS 

We trust that this Annual Report in its totality, with narrative and 
financial reports, make the operation of your Town government under- 
standable. And, with this background the decisions made on the 
questions at the Annual Meeting on March 11, 1981 may be made 
with fairness and reason. For it is these decisions that give your 
officers the direction you wish the Town to take for the ensuing year. 

And so the way is open for the decade of the Eighties. 





REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
and 
STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good 
Business. Forest fire prevention slogans have been seen in association 
with Smokey Bear since the late nineteen forties when a national 
effort to check the spread of forest fires was implemented. 


New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and 
suppression was the responsibility of every citizen a half century 
before this national campaign when our legislature established our 
first forest fire laws in 1903. Since that date, the State has appointed 
a town/city forest fire warden who is responsible for forest fire law 
enforcement in his municipality. 


All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground 
must be approved in writing by the forest fire warden before being 
kindled. All forest fires must be suppressed by the warden and his 
deputies as soon as they are reported. The cost of fire suppression is 
shared jointly by the town/city and the State of New Hampshire, as 
are forest fire prevention and forest fire training costs. 


This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program 
has given New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records in the 
United States.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1980 


1980 was an extremely busy year for the Planning Board. There 
was a larger than usual request for subdivisions, requiring more than 
the usual site inspection—especially during the black fly and mosquito 
season. 


Most requests were approved; some rejected because of non-con- 
formity to zoning requirements, and a few referred to the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment for variance requests. 


Our major problem this year was with the Kearsarge Valley Inn 
and Country Club. In our opinion they were in violation in land 
stripping operations and as of this writing the matter is still in the 
courts. We are proposing tightening up requirements on gravel pits 
and excavations, etc. This should not bother present gravel pit 
operations but would close off some rather borderline loop holes.

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


During 1980 the Zoning Board of Adjustment held open hearings on 
the following appeals: 


January 30 — Barbara Gorton requested a variance to Article IV, 
Section A-4 in order to operate a real estate office in her home in 
North Sutton.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 1980 


The Conservation Commission has a useful book available to Sutton 
residents prepared by the Merrimack County Conservation District. 
The book contains maps and statistics of soil erosion on the farm- 
lands, streambanks, timberland and recreational areas of Sutton. 
It also presents soil survey maps and information on wet soils and 
poorly drained areas of our Town. 

During the year work has been done on improving the trails on the 
pinnacle and adding a new trail on Town property given by Ruth 
Keith. Clean up and clearing has also been done on some of the scenic 
areas and new signs have been provided for the Pinnacle and property 
near Kezar Lake. 

The Commission is presently working on a new Town map which 
will indicate trails and property which is publicly owned and where 
private land owners have granted permission for use of their property 
for the enjoyment of Sutton residents. 

The Commission’s expenses have been minimal this past year and 
no new appropriations have been requested for the coming year. 
Again we wish to thank our fellow Sutton residents for their co- 
operation and assistance in our efforts.

The Squad made 24 emergency runs in 1980 and two standby runs. 


The Sutton F. A. S. T. Squad has continued to participate in a 
grant to develop an emergency medical system (E.M.S.) for the region. 
Communications for E.M.S. in Sutton and the region have been 
greatly improved during 1980. Dispatch centers have been established 
at New London, Newport, Claremont and Hanover. Nearly all 
F. A. S. T. squads and ambulance services in the region can be dis- 
patched by these centers. The F. A. S. T. Squad is automatically 
called by radio pager whenever New London Ambulance or Bradford 
Rescue answer calls in Sutton. When a medical emergency arises and 
an ambulance is not deemed necessary, the F. A. S. T. Squad can be 
reached by calling the New London Dispatch. Whenever a medical 
emergency occurs an ambulance and/or the F. A. S. T. Squad should 
be called. Calls to other agencies consume precious time and delay 
the arrival of emergency help. Local E.M.S. numbers are listed within 
the report and should be kept near the phone. 


In addition to communications the F. A. S. T. Squad had received 
jump kits, portable oxygen, extrication equipment, and training 
through the grant. The 1980 appropriation from the Town of Sutton 
is being used to help purchase a portable two-way radio. 


During 1980 the Squad distributed over 100 Vial of Life kits to 
the residents of Sutton. There are still some left for any resident who 
would like one. Brownie Troop 314 assisted with the project and 
deserve the thanks of the community.

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REPORT OF 
HISTORY OF SUTTON i] COMMITTEE 


The History of Sutton II Committee continues in its two-fold 
objective of cataloguing historical data of the Town and publishing, 
by 1984, the Sutton History for the period 1890-1984. 


High priority has been given to the Committee’s photographic 
project. 


A grant from the National Endowment for the Arts plus matching 
funds from the Town enabled the Committee to copy vintage photo- 
graphs reflecting Sutton lifestyles and landmarks. Photographs were 
generously supplied by many, including: George West, Mr. and Mrs.

Work will continue on the photograph file, with emphasis on 
people, places, and events of current and recent years. Unrelated to 
the Endowment for the Arts project, these photos and negatives will 
be incorporated with the Sutton-based images. 
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REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


The year 1980 was a very busy year for the Highway Department. 
Two roads were completed: Chalk Pond Road from Sutton Mills 
Village to the intersection of Baker Hill Road and Village Road from 
the Town Garage to the Gill property. In both cases crushed gravel 
was put down and the surface tarred and sealed. 


The school road from Shaker Street and North Road intersection 
to Shingle Mill Corner was shimmed up. Old Shadow Hill Road was 
rebuilt, graveled and a culvert put in. Part of Baker Hill Road was 
also regraveled. 


Brush was cut behind Kezar Lake to improve visibility and on part 
of Masten Road behind Kearsage Regional High School. 


The incinerator operator also required some of the Department’s 
time. The old dump was graded and covered and blue stone put down 
in front of the concrete pads in the recycling area. 


Newbury Road desperately needs rebuilding and it is hoped that 
this work can be accomplished during the coming year.

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COMMUNITY ACTION PROGRAM 


The Kearsarge Valley Community Action Program located in the 
Old Graded School, Main Street, Warner, serves eight towns in 
Merrimack County: Bradford, Henniker, New London, Newbury, 
Sutton, Warner, Webster, and Wilmot. This year we were able to 
double the dollar amount of services to the elderly and low-income 
families of this area. That translates to $354,463.63 in services. 


Services to the elderly include Meals-on-Wheels and the Senior 
Companion Program for shut-ins; congregate meal sites in Henniker, 
New London-Wilmot, and Warner; and a rural transportation bus that 
gets Senior Citizens into Concord. Our fuel assistance program last 
year reached 220 families in the eight towns. We expect that this 
year even more people can be helped. We are again offering an Adult 
Basic Education Course teaching basic skills in the areas of parenting, 
family health, money management and nutrition. In addition, this 
year we are going on 24-hour call for emergency situations. There 
will be a phone number published when the program gets into full 
operation. 


The money Sutton appropriates for Community Action goes to 
run the Area Center in Warner. The Center’s budget goes for salaries, 
travel expenses, office supplies, and the cost of heat and maintenance 
for the Community Action Neighborhood Center. The federal 
government provides the bulk of monies for the 1981 budget. What 
is asked from each town 1s a percentage of program participants.

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REPORT OF CITIZEN ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
(Kezar Lake) 


KEZAR LAKE — The Best Year in a Decade 

The New London-Sunapee Interceptor was completed this year and 
should begin testing in January of 1981. By Spring Kezar Lake will 
be forever free of New London’s wastewater. We Hope! 

Also this year occurred the settlement of the ‘nuisance actions’ 
brought by property owners around Kezar Lake against the Town of 
New London. These suits, begun in 1974, were very effective in 
getting the attention needed to solve the Kezar Lake problem. 

And for the future we have the positive beginning of a ‘Feasibility 
Study’ to accelerate the recovery of Kezar Lake and keep it that way. 
In April your Selectmen received a letter from our State Water 
Supply & Pollution Control Commission requesting us to form a 
committee of citizens to participate in the decision making for a 
study of the Lake problem. This C.A.C. (Citizens Advisory Committee) 
was formed from interest groups representing the Selectmen’s 
Office, Planning Board, the Kezar Lake Protective Association and 
the North Sutton Improvement Society. Because the future pro- 
tection and management of Kezar will require the cooperation of 
New London their interests were also represented on this committee 
through their Planning Board and Selectmen’s Office. To round out 
the committee members of the WS&PCC and the Environmental 
Protection Agency provided the guidance. The first meeting of the 
C.A.C. in April began the selection of a biological contractor to do 
the study. The selection effort offered a dozen qualified firms the 
opportunity for written and oral testimony. In August the firm of 
Interdisciplinary Environmental Planners was selected as the prime 
contractor. They will be assisted by the engineering firm of 
Dufresne-Henry: 

This study will conclude in 1982 after considering such technical 
questions as the amount and quality of surface and ground water 
reaching the Lake, the quality of the Lake sediment, topography, 
geology, rainwater, other possible nutrient sources and a careful 
evaluation of the entire watershed. The FINAL REPORT will present 
a case for choosing the best restoration techniques from such alter- 
natives as dredging the Lake bottom, sealing off the sediments, in- 
lake nutrient inactivation, selective discharge/drawdown of the Lake 
and so on. There will also be some good ideas for the Town on how to 
manage its water and land resources to avoid future problems. 

This is an open study and public hearings are required in the study 
contract. The public is encouraged to participate fully in these 
public hearings.

Watertown, Massachusetts Fire Department. 


If either of the above conditions is not met, the devise of said por- 
tion of my real property shall lapse and become part of the residue 
of my estate.” 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to amend the regulations 
adopted for all cemeteries March 8, 1966, by striking out “$35.00” 
in Section A, and inserting in place thereof ‘‘$70.00”’, so that Section 
A will read: 
To charge the sum of $70.00 for the purchase of each grave; 
which sum shall be set aside as a trust fund for that grave in 
accordance with the conditions stated on a receipt for said fund 
from the Trustees of Trust Funds. 


This article to be effective on passage.
